The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references cited disclose an interconnect comprising: an interconnect substrate 
including a plurality of conductive leads and a plurality of contact vlas, and a patterned 
spacer including a plurality of through-holes, and some other claimed elements. 
However, they do not disclose or render obvious in combination of the interconnect 
substrate and patterned spacer are capable of being assembled onto a pixel layer of a 
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pixel web, the patterned spacer being in a middle position and the plurality of contact 
vias extending through the plurality of through-holes of the patterned spacer to contact 
corresponding cathode positions on the pixel layer.
